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EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Delete "H or" from the definition of X in claims 5 and 6. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, and 3-6 are allowed. Closest prior art is KRUMMEL et al. (US Patent 6,352,635). 
Since the compounds containing X = F are shown to be unexpectly more active than 
corresponding H, as presented in Schmitzer's affidavit, these compounds which are F-3 the 
analogous 5-fluoro substituted compound are considered allowable. As shown in Mr. 
SCHMITZER'S affidavit, and in the arguments filed in brief (page 9) the vinyl analog of the 
present invention F-3 (GR80 pre 79; GR 8 opost 95) is unexpectedly more active than the 
corresponding analogs suggested by the prior art, H-3 (GRso pre 709; GR 8 o post 387) and CI-3 
(GR 80 pre 939; GR 80 post >500). 
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Prior art does not teach unexpected results as as has been presented in the affidavit filed by 
applicants.
